ST. LOUIS Mo., Oct. 5.—The death list in the fire which is rapidly 


destroying Christian Brothers' College here, reached six at 1 o'clock to- 
day and it is feared it will grow larger. 


Twenty firemen were buried when a blazing wall fell shortly after 


noon. Seven of them were rescued unconscious and. hadly 
injured. 


Three bodies have been sighted, wejghted down by blazing ruins, but it 
is impossible to get to them. The police stated that it was practically 
certain these were dead. 


The other ten were unaccounted for at 1 o'clock. 
The fire has been raging about the noted Catholic institution since 


7.30 o'clock this morning. The entire fire lighting force of the city is 
on detail, but apparently is unable to check the flames. More than half 
of the buildings already are in PJ>he&t

HAS A FEW DEFINITE IDEAS ON 


MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP. 


Did rou ever hear of Eudolpli Blankcii- 


burg ? 


Do you know Ms record as executive ol! 


a great municipality? 


Are you familiar with the work he has 


done for the city of Philadelphia? 


If not, you will find some food for thought 


in the statement made by him before the 
United States Commission on Industrial 
Relations, as reported in The Xcw York 
Times of Tune 24,1914. The declaration of 
Mayor Blankenburg runs as follows: 


"To my mind, there is nothing prettier 


in theory than public ownership; but it 
would be a grave risk, I think. It cannot 
come until our citizens are educated to a 
higher sense of citizenship. Politics would 
creep in, and then the utility would be con- 
ducted for the benefit of one or another 
party. We must first straighten out our 
political system. Only in Europe, under a 
semi-autocratic form of government, does 
public ownership seem a success. * * * 


"But until it is fully flowered we had bet- 


ter not have public ownership. We have 
had painful experiences in experimenting 
with it. The gas works once belonged to 
the city. But they became controlled by a 
ring, whose head was a czar more powerful 
than the czar of Russia. Finally the peo- 
ple * * * arose and smashed the ring, 
and the control of the gas works was given 
to a private company. We get infinitely 
better service. The terms are fair and the 
gas excellent." 


Students of history aver that the Phila- 


delphia gas ring mentioned by Mayor 
Blankenburg was the most corrupt in 
American history with the single exception 
of the Tweed ring in Tammany in New 
York, nearly fifty years ago. Their power 
was enormous and the result a disgrace to 
the city. Mayor Blankenburg aided in the 
smashing of that coterie of politicians and 
presumably knows something about the 
actual workings of municipal ownership.
